Tin* officials learned upon inves­ 
tigation that there were no 
powder 
burns on his body o r clothing, which 
evidently would have been visible if 
he had committed suicide, and 
the 
fact that 
the 
charge 
of 
the 
gun 
struck 
him in the hack, also puts 
aside any suicide theory, 
in 
the 
minds of the officers. 
The 
evidence 
that he was shot 
from 
behind, had never been dis­ 
closed before, and according to the 
coroner, 
the 
charge 
severed the 
lr.ain artery leading into the heart, 
which would cause instant death. 
A pool of blood of considerable 
size was found in one spot, and his 
body 
w a s

eight feet from 
w h e n 1 tin1 blood was located, which 
would cause the suspicion that the 
body had been removed bv his a s ­ 
sn ilant.
